 Bratle Topics. 


The Sluice Governor. 








The sluice governor or regulator is a contriv- 
ance to regulate the water on a water-wheel, and 
is similar to the governor of a steam engine. It 
iscommonly made with an upright shaft, and 
attached to it near the top by means of joints or 
arms, which are about two feet long. On the 
ends of these arms are two balls of cast iron of 
an oval shape, weighing from twenty to thirty 
pounds each, and are so constructed that when 
the motion of the wheel is too quick these arms 
will expand or fly apart; and if the motion is 
too slow.the arms will contract or fall together; 
consequently, by means of shafts or gear work, 
the gate is raised or lowered, which keeps a reg- 
ular motion on the wheel. 

This is rather a difficult machine to put in 
operation to have it perform well. It requiresa 
very close calculation to make and adjust all the 
parts to have it work with ease. 

Suppose the main drums of a mill to perform 
sixty-five revolutions a minute, it is necessary in 
all cases to move the gate about one inch in that 
short time. This being understood, suppose the 
regulator arms be 21}¢ inches long, which is the 
length between the point of suspension and the 
plane of revolution, which also is equal to a pen- 
dulum the vibration of which will be double the 
revolution of the balls. Then to find the revo- 
lution of the balls, first find the vibrations of a 
pendulum of equal length with the arms, as fol- 
lows: 

Ruie.—The square root of 39.2 inches (the 
length of a pendulum that will vibrate seconds) 
multiplied by 60 and divided by the square root 
of the given pendulum, will give the vibrations 
required. Thus, 


*4/ 39.260 —25,5=86, 


the number of vibrations per minute, the half of 
which is 43, the number of revolutions required 
for the balls of the regulator. Thus, to obtain 
this motion, multiply the diameter on pulley on 
main driver by its number of revolutions, and 
divide by the number of revolutions of regula- 
tor. Supposing the pulley to be 12 inches in 
diameter, 12x65—43=18.6 inches, the diameter 
for pulley that drives the regulator. 

Now suppose a regulator with two arms 211¢ 
inches long, as before stated, and balls to weigh 
30 pounds each; also suppose the gear or regu- 
lator to contain 50 teeth, and to gear into a 
wheel on the first horizontal shaft of 75 teeth; 
on the other end of this shaft is a pinion of 15 
teeth, which gears into a wheel on asecond shaft 
of 43 feet; on the other side of this second shaft 
is a worm or endless screw, which gears into a 
wheel of 125 teeth, and on the end of each pinion 
shaft. The pinions are four inches diameter. 
Then take the following: 

Ruuez.—-Multiply all the drivers into each 
other and that product by the revolutions of the 
regulator per minute for dividend, and the lead- 
ers into each other for a divisor; divide the 
former by the latter, and the quotient will show 
the revolutions of the worm shaft per minute. 

Example.—50x 43x 15—75x43=10= the revolu- 
tions of the worm shaft per minute. 

Now, as it is required that the gate should 
move at the rate of one inch per minute, conse- 
quently the teeth of the rack pinion must move 
at thesame rate; and calling the pinion 4 inches 
diameter or 12.571 inches circumference, it is 
necessary that the wheel or pinion should per- 
form one revolution in about 12.5 minutes; and 
having the motion of the worm shaft, proceed 
to find the number of teeth for the wheel on 
which the worm works. 

RvuLe.—Multiply the revolutions of the worm 
shaft per minute by the time in which the rack 
pinion shaft performs one revolution; the prod- 
uct is the number of teeth required. 

Example.—10X12,5=125, the number of teeth 
required. We then have 75X43x125—50x48x15 
=12.5 minutes, the time in which the rack 
pinion shaft will perform one revolution. 

To find the centrifugal force of the balls on 
any body revolving arovnd an axis, the fol- 
lowing method may be adopted: 

RULE.—Multiply the weight of the body in 
pounds by the square of the number of feet 
passed over in a second of time; then divide 
this product thus obtained by sixteen times 
the diameter of the circle in feet; the quotient 
will be the absolute centrifugal force. 

For example, suppose the balls of a governor 
weigh 30 pounds each, and revolve in a circle 
3 feet in diameter in one second of time; thus 
3.1416 X3—9,42 feet per second, hence [(9.42)?30] 

>~(16X8)=55,33 pounds equals the centrifugal 
force required. 

Some of the readers of THz JOURNAL may 
possibly not be conversant with the term ‘‘pendu- 
lum vibrating seconds.” The vibrations of pen- 
dulums are as the square roots of their lengths; 


and, as it has been found by many accurate ex- 
periments that the pendulum vibrating seconds 
in the latitade of London is 39 inches long 
nearly, the length of any other pendulum may 
be found by the following rule: As the number 
of vibrations given is to 60, so is the square root 
of the length of the pendulum that vibrates 
seconds to the square root of the length of the 
pendulum that will oscil ate the given number 
of vibrations; or, as the square root of the 
length of the pendulum given is to the square 
root of the length of the pendulum that vibrates 
seconds, so is 60 to the number of vibrations of 
the given pendulum. 

Since the pendulum that vibrates seconds, or 
60, is 39}¢ inches long, the calulation is rendered 
simple; for 

A/ 3934 x60=375, 
a constant number; therefore 375, divided by 
the square root of the pendulum’s length, gives 
the vibrations per minute, and divided by the 
vibrations per minute gives the square root of 
the length of the pendulum. 

Example.—How many vibrations will a pen- 
dulum of 49 inches long make in a minute ? 

375 
/2=7 = 53.4. 
vibrations in a minute. 

It is to be regretted that more attention is not 
paid to such calculations by paper-makers, 
and an effort will be made in 
future numbers to give useful rules 
and formule for making calcula- 
tions on machinery of various 
kinds. There is probably no mode 
in which a greater amount of 
property may be more rapidly 
dissipated and wasted than in the 
construction and management of 
machinery by those incompetent 
to the task from the want of data 
and practical knowledge to go by. 
Every false calculation is attend- 
ed with costly expenditure and 
loss of labor. At some of our 
mills, which have been erected 
only a few years, various kinds of 
machinery, abandoned after a 
course of unsuccessful experiments, may be 
found collected as rubbish, forming a sort of 
museum of injudicious and abortive contriv-

Manufacture of Aluminous Cake. 





An improvement in the manufacture of alu- 
minous cake is intended to decolorize the iron in 
aluminous cake made from materials such as 
kaolin, bauxites, &c., by reducing it to the state 
of a protoxide, and at the same time render the 
aluminous cake more basic than it otherwise can 
be made without loss of aluminous material. 
Heretofore this has been done by F. Laur by 
adding metallic zinc to the ferruginous solu- 
tion of sulphate of alumina; but this method is 
rather expensive on account of the high price of 
metallic zinc or spelter. In the English patent 
to Condy, a process of making colorless alumi- 
nous cake, in which sulphides are used to change 
the oxide of iron contained in the aluminous 
material to the state of sulphide which is soluble 
in acids is described; but the sulphides are added 
to the raw aluminous material before it is acted 
upon by acids. In the English patent to Dixon 
aluminous material is dissolved in molten car- 
bonated or caustic soda, and to save these chem- 
icals he adds sulphide of sodium in order to 
decompose the oxide of iron and change it into 
sulphide of iron. In this case the sulphide of 
sodium is mixed with the aluminous material 
and no acid is used. In both of the above cases 
no free acid is present when the sulphide comes 
in contact with the oxide of iron. 

It has been found that the reduction of the 
peroxide of iron in a solution of sulphate of 
alumina will take place if there be introduced 
into the solution of alum alkaline sulphides, 


sulphides of alkaline earth, or sulphides of all | 


metals which directly or indirectly decompose 
water, or such metals that by cold or boiling 
sulphuric acid evolve hydrogen. 
tion the peroxide of iron is rapidly and most 
thoroughly reduced tothe protoxide of iron. As 
the soluble sulphides of the alkalies and alka- 
line earths work somewhat too rapidly, and be- 
sides, if sufficiently pure, are rather expensive, 
it is preferred to use sulphides of some of the 
heavy metals, of which the sulphide of zinc or 
blende ground to an extremely fine powder 
works best; but where it is desirable to have an 
alum free from zinc native sulphide of lead or 
galena in the state of a fine powder can be used, 
and in this case, besides sulphur, insoluble sul- 
phate of lead is formed. 

In this process the peroxide of iron can be re- 
duced both in a basic and acid alum solution. 

After the aluminous material is rendered solu- 
ble by sulphuric acid the ferruginous aluminous 


By this addi- | 
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sulphate is leached off and the finely powdered 
blende or galena is added in quantities sufficient 
to reduce the peroxide of iron, but variably, ac- 
cording to the quantity of iron present, and then 
the mixture is boiled sharply until the reaction 
is completed. The protoxide of iron remains in 
the aluminous solution and also remains in the 
aluminous cake; but it does not color it, as the 
peroxide of iron,when reduced to the protoxide, 
is colorless. Then the precipitate is allowed to 
settle and the clear solution is drawn off and 
evaporated, as usual, to 45°-50° Baumé, and then 
run into cakes. The aluminous cake thus pro- 
duced appears perfectly white. 


Another method of manufacturing aluminous 
cake devised by the patentee of the above de- 
scribed process consists in taking metallic lead 
instead of zinc, and when used the lead is re- 
duced to the state of an extremely fine powder, 
produced, for instance, by blowing steam into a 
thin stream of melted pig lead, or, still better, 
when lead is in the spongy state produced by 
precipitating it from its solution by a metal, 
such as zinc, or from sulphate of lead by the ac- 
tion of nascent hydrogen. The reaction of me- 
tallic lead on peroxide of iron is somewhat 
slower than that of metallic zinc; but it is thor- 
ough, and the produced sulphate of lead being 
insoluble the lead does not enter the alum except 
asatrace. After the aluminous material is ren- 
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dered soluble by sulphuric acid the solution of 
ferruginous sulphate of alumina is drawn off and 
then boiled with spongy lead until all the ferric 
oxide is reduced. The amount of lead to be used 
varies according to the amount of iron present. 
The precipitate is allowed to settle and the clear 
solution is drawn off and evaporated, as usual, 
to 45°-50° Baumé, and then run into cakes.

Wood Pulp Machine. 


The drawing represents a perspective view of 
Rose’s machine for separating the fibres of wood 
for paper stock, and consists in the construction 
and arrangement of a scraper for separating the 
fibres. 

A suitably constructed box or hopper is shown 
at A, at one end of which is arranged a shaft, 
B, carrying a cylinder, C, which fits between the 
sides a a of the box. Upon the cylinder C, 
parallel or diagonally to its axis, are arranged a 
series of scrapers, b b, having sharp edges, and 
of a construction generally resembling ordinary 
tools for scraping wood. These scrapers may 
be arranged ‘any desired distance apart, and 
may be secured in any suitable manner. Disa 
follower, arranged in box A and operated by a 
hand screw. 

To separate the fibres of wood, in the manu- 
facture of pulp, rotary motion is imparted to 
the shaft B, carrying the scraping-cylinder. 
The block of wood is placed in the box and 
firmly held and pressed against the scrapers, 
which thus, in effect, are slightly pressed into 
the wood. The scraping-cylinder, in its rota- 
tion, separates and carries away the fibre, the 
fineness of which is regulated by the pressure 
upon the wood operated upon. Suitable pro- 
vision is made for the reception of the wood 
fibre or pulp. (207,553. )

Holyoke Notes. 





- [FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Ho.yoxke, May 6, 1880. 

Work on our new paper mills is going rapidly 
forward, just as if there was no such scarecrow 
as free trade in existence. Our capitalists are 
showing by their deeds that they do not believe 
any material reduction will be made in the tariff 
on paper. The subject, of course, is one of the 
most interesting here where so much depends 
upon one industry, and most of the citizens are 
naturally in favor of high tariff. Paper-makers 
have had such hard work to keep their mills 
running for a few years past that it seems too 
bad that they should be threatened with such a 
dire evil just as their business is becoming profit- 
able. But, as I said, there is not much anxiety 
among the manufacturers themselves. They 
think the change will be slight, if there is any, 
and the report just prepared by’the Sub-Com- 
mittee of the Ways and Means Committee seems 
to agree with that opinion. The report recom- 
mends a reduction of the duty on all kinds of 
paper from 20 to 15 per cent., and I see that the 
full committee is to take a vote on it to-day. It 
is extremely doubtful whether even this change 
gets through Congress success- 
fully. Occasionally a free trade 
advocate is met with even here, 
who argues that it would be bet- 
ter in the long run to take all the 
duty off. Before the recent rise 
in prices some of our manufac- 
turers believed that the time was 
fast approaching when they 
would have to make paper on 
a basis of foreign shipments, 
that is, make it so cheap that 
they could sell it in any part 
of the world against the com- 
petition of the world. Nor do 
we know how soon the growing 
tendency toward free trade 
among Western and Southern 
Congressmen will force this problem upon 
us. With our improved machinery we could 
pay our help a little more than the English 
manufacturers do, and still beat them if other 
things were equal. A year ago Holyoke was 
selling paper in several foreign countries at 
a profit, and in Australia especially a promising 
field was opening. The practicability of thus 
competing with English and other manufact- 
urers in the markets of the world is the most 
positive element in the philosophic attitude with 
which our paper makers view the struggles in 
Congress over the tariff question. 

The prices of rags remain as they were last 
week. The decline has been checked and the 
tendency is rather to recover than to go any 
lower. The dealers are not selling as fast as 
they would like to, as most of the mills are well 
stocked and buyers do not anticipate any 
material rise. The paper makers would like to 
keep things about as they are, for what they 
dislike is a constant fluctuation. 

The partnership known as the Excelsior Paper 
Company has been dissolved by the withdrawal 
of A. N. Mayo, of the Springfield firm of Dick- 
inson & Mayo, paper stock dealers. The busi- 
ness will be continued by the two remaining 
partners, R. C. and G. R. Dickinson, under the 
same name. Their mill produces two tonsa day 
of book, news and collar paper. G. R. Dickinson 
has also just bought of the Crocker Manufactur- 
ing Company the wooden mill, known as the 
old Albion, and will take possession on June 1. 
This mill makes about the same class of goods, 
and has the same capacity as the Excelsior. This 
sale by the Crocker Manufacturing Company is 
significant in view of its recent purchase of the 
big water privilege at Hanover, N. H. The in- 
ference that people draw is that it is going to 
build up there and finally sell out its entire busi- 
ness here, 

I met two stalwart English paper-makers, the 
other day, looking for work, having landed in 
Philadelphia a fortnight ago. They said they 
came straight to Holyoke so as to get ut the 
headquarters of the trade at once. They re- 
ported business very dull on the other side, and 
as they were strong, intelligent looking men, I 
thought it must be, if they could not find em- 
ployment there. 

William Whiting, agent and treasurer of the 
Whiting Paper Company, has been sick again 
with a return of his former trouble, but he is 
recovering and hopes to be at his business soon. 
Mr. Whiting is one of our most successful pa- 
per-makers, has been Mayor of the city two 
years, and has been long looked to as a most 
promising candidate for Congress. It is most 
probable, however, that both his health and his 
business will act to prevent his going into the 
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contest. If he should attempt it he would have 
the whole of this city behind him at least. Mr. 
Whiting bought a farm yesterday, and as the 
price paid is more than the place is worth for 
agricultural purposes, it is thought that Mr. 
Whiting means to build a country residence 
upon it. The place is less than two miles from 
the centre of this city and overlooks the Connecti- 
cut River, so as to form a most pleasing pros- 
pect. The farm belonged to the Willard Ely 
estate, and was sold for $7,200. 

As was foreshadowed in this correspondence 
last week, Holyoke has secured the honor of 
sending Timothy Merrick to Chicago to repre- 
sent the district in the National Republican 
Convention. Mr. Merrick is opposed to both 
Grant and Blaine, and favors Edmunds. 

Our near neighbor, the Ames Manufacturing 
Company of Chicopee, is making an eighty-four- 
inch Boyden wheel for the Seymour Paper Com- 
pany, of Windsor Locks, Conn. The latter com- 
pany is making an extensive increase in its 
capacity, and will have, when all is done, one of 
the most complete establishments in the valley. 
The Ames Works are having a great rush of 
business of all kinds, and are supplying a good 
deal of paper machinery. They are making for 
the Chemical Paper Company, of this city, eight 
very heavy machines for making wood pulp. 
They are something almost entirely new, but 
they seem well adapted to their business. Each 
machine is divided into several compartments 
into which the wood is thrown, and, coming in 
contact with emery surfaces as the machine 
revolves rapidly, it is ground fine enough to 
be made into pulp. 

The Crocker Manufacturing Company has just 
given an order for a new boiler of 120 horse- 
powers, similar to the three which are now being 
made for the Riverside paper mill. The boiler 
is an improved one which, it is claimed, will 
utilize an unusual percentage of the heat. 

There is said to be some prospect that the 
Higgins Carpet Works, of New York, will re- 
move to Holyoke. The industry is an important 
one and would be a valuable addition to our 
city. Cc. 


A New Mill. 


The Ohio Paper Company, a new organization 
at Miamisburg, Ohio, has completed its mill, of 
which the Miamisburg News gives a description. 
The mill was started up on April 27. The com- 
pany was organized and incorporated last 
August with capital stock of $80,000, and has 
six stockholders as follows: W. P. Levis, Dr. T. 
V. Lyons, W. A. Mays, John Weiser, H. B. 
Lyons and W. Albrecht. Dr. T. V. Lyons is 
president of the company, and W. A. Mays 
secretary. 

The mill consists of two large four-story build- 
ings connected together, with the machine room 
on the north. The building was commenced in 
September, and the open winter proving favor- 
able, proceeded without interruption until fin- 
ished, about the first of January. It was con- 
structed upon plans furnished by Mr. Levis, to 
whom much credit is given for the work. The 
mill is said to be the finest in the Miami Valley. 
The machine room is 146 feet long and 46 feet 6 
inches wide, and contains two machines, giving 
the mill a capacity of over 7,000 lbs. of paper 
per day. The paper machines and super-calen- 
ders were built by Smith, Winchester & Co., 
South Windham, Conn. The next wing is of 
three stories, of brick, and stone basement, in 
which are the rag engines. The rag engines, 
steam engines, shafting and boilers were all 
made by W. P. Callahan, of Dayton. The rotary 
room is in another wing of three stories, and 
stone basement, and is 46 feet long by 264¢ feet 
wide. In the basement, which is well lighted 
and convenient, is the water wheel, which with 
the 21-feet fall is capable of giving 180 horse- 
power, and furnishes motive power to the heavy 
rag engines above. The mill has an excellent 
supply of water, furnished by four driven wells 
in the bottom of the race; one of them is said 
to go forty feet below the bottom of the river. 
The water is pumped from these wells and forced 
throughout the entire building by a large Smith 


& Vail pump. Every floor has ample provision 
made to extinguish fire, and could soon flood any 
story. One of Coalman’s gas machines of 40- 
light power lights the mill.

Acicular Crystallized Sulphate of Lime. 











Acicular crystallized sulphate of lime is used 
to improve the quality and cheapen the pro- 
duction of paper. This is effected by combining 
with the pulp of which the paper is to be made, 
or adding to it acicular crystallized sulphate of 
lime, possessing the quality of felting or matting 
with the fibre of the pulp in the manufacture of 
the paper. The acicular crystallized sul; hate of 


lime can be readily obtained by the treatment 
of dehydrated gypsum, or by treating artifi- 
cially made sulphate of lime cubetamaialty in the 
same way.

Bagasse Fibre. 


GerMantToWN, Philadelphia, April 23, 1880. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

I notice in your paper and from other sources 
that experiments are being made with the ‘‘ ba- 
By some 
it is spoken of as being new. This is not true 
history in paper pulp. More than twenty years 
ago, at my request, E. R. Stevens & Co., of New 
Orleans, sent to me at Cincinnati alot of ba- 
gasse, upon which I experimented with clear 
caustic alkali under high pressure, and produced 
a beautiful white pulp. It was then my inten- 


put up works for the manufacture of pulp from 
the bagasse of sugar cane, but the war of the 
rebellion stopped all turther thought in that 
direction. 

In the fall of 1859, at Flat Rock Mills, Mana- 
yunk, I experimented with the bagasse of sor- 
ghum, and th first lot operated upon was run 
into paper for the Public Ledger, and it was 
printed on November 19, 1859, of which I send 
youacopy. You will notice the article on the 
subject written by the then editor, Mr. Lane. 
After that I used nearly a hundred tons of the 
bagasse, and cuntinued its use till the farmers 
stopped raising it in large quantities.

P. S8.—The first lot of bagasse operated upon 
was not sufficiently boiled, and it made very 
slow stuff, so that we could not get rid of the 
water and crushed under the couchers. After 
the first lot we had no further trouble.

Following is the article from the Ledger re- 
ferred to by Mr. Nixon: 


PaPER FROM BaGassE OF SorGHUM.—The great con- 
sumption of paper in this country, and its continu- 
ally increasing cost, have turn the attention of 
manufacturers to multiplying the sources from which 
a better supply of the raw material can be obtained, 
cheap enough at least to control the advancing prices 
of cotton and linen rags, which were formerly the 
main sources of supply to the paper manufacturer. 
Experiments were made with nearly all the fibrous 
material of vegetable products, and with various 
degrees of success. Many of those substances pro- 
duced a good quality of paper, but the results, in an 
economical! point of view, did not so satisfactorily es- 
tablish the superior economy of their use. This, in a 
great measure, may have arisen from the necessity of 
employing new machinery for preparing the material 


in its preparatory treatment to adapt it to the pur- 
»0se designed, all of which imply cost, patience, 
cnowledge and experience. Even the progress which 
was made in the experiment may partially have in- 
terfered with its speedy development, for as it was 
crowned with success enough to check the tendency 
to increase of price in the material previously 
used, one of the objects of its accomplishment was 
reached, and experiment thereafter could be more 
leisurely pursued, at less cost of time and money. 
Among all the substances used, straw gave the 
most satisfactory result, the paper from which best 
answered all the conditions required for an abundant 
and cheap supply for newspaper use. The Ledger 
was the first newspaper which used straw paper for 
printing its large edition upon, and since its first in- 
troduction, now about five years ago, it has used un- 
interruptedly paper in which straw has formed avery 
large percentage of its substance. This paper has 
been made at Felnour & Nixon's Flat Rock Mills, 
Manayunk, now chiefly in charge of Martin Nixon, 
who also has an establishment in Cincinnati for mak- 
Straw paper has come 
extensively into use, and several of the principal 
newspapers of the country derive their supply from 


| this source. Among them is the New York Courier, 


the largest daily sheet published in that city, the New 
York Sun and the Cincinnati Times and Enquirer. The 
manufacture of this article has reached four and a 
half miliions of pounds per annum, and it is only a 
question of time, probably, whether all the newspa- 
pers of extensive circulation, printed aa fast 
presses, will not also use it, as the best apted to 
their wants. 

The success which has attended the making of 
straw pa,er, has induced Mr. Nixon to persevere in 
his trials of other fibrous vegetable materials. The 
stalks of the Sorghum saccharatum, Lhe new species 
of cane so extensively cultivated for its sugar, 
seemed well adapted to this purpose. The paper 
upon which this day's edition of the Ledger is 
printed was manufactured from the bagasse of the 
sorghum, or the residue of the Chinese sugar cane 
after the saccharine matter had been expressed for 
sugar or syrup. This paper, it will ve seen, 1s of 
good body, somewhat whiter than straw paper, 
strong in quality, pliant or flexible, of smooth sur- 
face and even texture. It is the first successful at- 
tempt to make paper frum the fibre of this valuable 
pliant. The cane in its pressed state—or bagasse— 
was procured from the sugar mill of Spencer, 
Thomas & Co., of this city, and subjected to the 
same process that straw goes through. The first ex- 
periment yielded about five thousand pounds of 
paper of the quality now in the hands of the 
reader. It is com of 75 per cent. of sorghum, 
and 25 per cent. of rag pulp, the same proportion as 
is used in making straw pager. When the quality of 
this paper is compared with the first products of 
straw paper, it may readily be inferred how much 
nearer it is to the perfection desired, for it now com- 
pases favorably in all its essential qualities with the 

straw paper, after five years’ progress in the 
manufacture. 

Apart from its value to the publishers of newspa- 
pers and their readers, who are interested in getting 
a daily supply of news, so essential to every man in 
business, as cheaply as possible, the experiment is 
an important one to the agriculturists of the country, 
as it confers additional value upon a plant which has 
recently been the object of their special regard and 
cultivation. The Caixese sugar caue has hitherto 
been cultivated chiefly for its saccharine matter, 
sugar and molasses, and as an article of fodder. Its 
use in paper manufacture will give u new import- 
ance to it and render every portion of the plant 
available as contributang to the farmer's profits. It 
is estimated that the sorghum will yield on good 
land ten or twelve tons of cane to the acre, and give 
upwards of twenty gaitens of syrup to the ton, which, 
at the price it is sold for, 75 to 80 cents gallon, 
would make $150 per acre for the syrup. he seed is 
worth from $30 to $40 per acre, and the bagasse or 
residue of the cane, after the juice is expressed, is 
worth = to $40 per acre for the paper manufact- 
urer. his additional value given to the plant from 
the new use of it must largely increase its cultiva- 
tion and assist in the success of the experiment .ow 
being tried among the farmers, of making it one of 
the sources of supply upon which the country can 
depend for its required consumption of sugar. The

rofit be given to those lands. Nor is 
this the only advantage. If the supply can be made 


| to equal the demand, the country will be saved the 


expense of several millions of dollars annually, ex- 
pended in Europe for rags for our paper makers 
which will henceforth go into the pockets of our 
farmers. 

To the newspaper and book publishers of the 
country the successful manufacture of paper from 
vegetable substances raised in our own country is an 
experiment of more than usual interest. Their busi- 
ness depends upon it, for its tendency is to keep the 
supply of printing paper equal to the demand, and 
within the limits at which cheap and popules journals 
and publications can be issued. The reduction of 
the postage stamp in England has caused a number 
of cheap newspapers to spring up in that country, 
the editions of which must eventually, in so large a

population as London, Liverpool and Edinburgh 
have, reach as high numbers as the popular journals 
published in the large cities of the United States. 
This increased demand for paper must create an 
additional demand for the materials which compose 
it, and the price of rags will rise just in the same 
proportion. Hence the importance of having nu- 
merous sources of supply to counteract this cause of 
increasing price for paper. 

Though the Chinese cane will prove so valuable a 
source of supply for the material of paper, it is not 
the only one arising from the cultivation of the 
sugar cane. It is the opinion of Mr. Nixon that the 
begasse of all kinds of sugar cane, subjected to his 
patent process for straw, will make excellent print- 
ing and writing paper, and he has taken preliminary 
steps to secure letters patent for all kinds of bagasse. 
On the Southern sugar plantations there are thou- 
sands of tons annually, regarded only as refuse mat- 
ter, which are warned ond otherwise destroyed. This 
material, collected and shipped to this part of the 
country, would supply the wants of our paper- 
makers. Perhaps ultimately it will be found that a 
profitable exchange can be made of the hitherto 
valueless product of the Louisiana sugar lands for 
that of our Pennsylvania coalfields. The suggestion 
is at least worthy of consideration.

New Method of Making Belts. 








Afirm in Paris has devised a new method for 
manufacturing belts or bands for machinery, 
which is applicable to rubber, leather, woven 
tissues or gutta percha, and consists in making 
the belts with longitudinal ribs or grooves, the 
main object of which is to increase the capacity 
of the belt of the same cross section, say twelve 
inches, by the extra strength put in the same 
place, and also to prevent so much stretching 
and variation. Another modification of the 
same invention is grooving one side of the 
belt the same as saw teeth, then putting these 
two pieces together, leaving a plain bearing sur- 
face for contact besides, thus making a double 
belt, which is less liable to stretch or warp. 
Especial machinery is built for the purpose, and 
the claim for it is that better contact is given. 
The pores are closed during the grooving proc- 
ess, the belts have a higher resisting power, do 
not twist on the pulleys, the pressure and fric- 
tion of the grooving process smooth and polish 
the surface so that better contact and adherence 
is had. The grooves may be made regular, 
irregular, spiral or crossed.

Malachra Fibre. 


In the Paris Exhibition was shown a sample of 
fibre named Malachra rotundifolia sent from 
Bombay. This plant is, however, only found in 
South America—at least so says Dr. King, to 
whom the supposed Malachra rotundifolia 
was sent for indentification, and he states that 
it is Malachra capitata, not Malachra rotundi- 
folia. Asa fibre, be it what it may, it undoubt- 
edly deserves attention, for it is said to be quite 
equal to jute. The following is the description 
given of it:—*' The fibre is in length from 8ft. to 
9ft., bas a silvery appearance, with a peculiar 
lustre, and is almost as soft as silk. In passing 
the fibre through the machinery damped with 
oil and water, as is commerly done with Bengal 
and Koukan jute, yarn was produced strong 
enough and nearly equal to that made from 
the second quality of Bengal jute. If the plant 
is carefully grown and well looked after, the 
fibre would then no doubt rank fully equal to 
Bengal and Bombay jute. Owing to the high 
prices ruling for jute in Bengal and elsewhere, 
the new fibre, if carefully prepared, would com- 
mand a ready sale at 3.12 rupees to 4 rupees per 
Indian maund.” There appears to be no diffi- 
culty in growing this plant, which belongs to 
the natural order of Malvacee, in Bengal, 
marshy places within the tropics being consider_ 
ed favorable to its growth, and there is, there_ 
for, every reason why a fair trial should be 
made of its apparently valuable properties. The 
fibre is prepared in precisely the same way as 
jute, but requires to be steeped directly it is cut, 
as exposure to the sun drys and hardens the 
stems, preventing the easy removal of the bark

from them, and rendering the fibre itself coarser 
in quality than it would otherwise be.

Manufacturing News 


EASTERN STATES. 
Palmer Brothers have bought the Fair Oak 
paper mill at Montville, Conn., and will devote 
it to the manufacture of cotton goods. 


James Bingham has removed the machinery 
from the Fair Oak paper mill at Montville, 
Conn., to Pleasant Valley, North Lyme, Conn., 
where he is erecting a new paper mill. The loca- 
tion is on a magnificent stream with an abun- 
dance of water all the year round. 


C. M. Robertson, Montville, Conn., has laid 
the foundation for a twenty-five horse-power 
steam engine, to drive the machine at his Rock- 
land mill, preparatory to erecting an engine 
house 13x20 feet. He is also building a stone 
drainer at his lower mill. 


The new mill of the Bridge Mill Paper Com- 
pany, Pawtucket, R. L., has started up. 


The Seymour Paper Company, of Windsor 
Locks, Conn., is about to put in an 84-inch Ames- 
Boyden turbine, made by the Ames Company, 
of Chicopee, Mass. 


The Chemical Paper Company, Holyoke, has 
occupied its new offices. The new buildings are 
progressing well. One is receiving itsroof. A 
sluiceway is being constructed leading from the 
canal to the Holyoke and Westfield branch rail- 
road track, and a flume is being put in. 


At the McElwain & Bagg mill site, Holyoke, 
the tail-race, which takes the water from the 
wheel to the river, is finished and is being 
covered. The big fan-pump, which has had to 
be run night and day much of the time to keep 
the water out, will not be needed after the river 
wall at the end of the tail-race is built. The 
pen-stock will be of iron and about 250 feet long. 
Work has begun in preparation for building the 
stock house, and the buildings for both estab- 
lishments will soon be going up. 

The machines now being made by the Ames 
Company for the Chemical Paper Company, of 
Holyoke, for the manufacture of wood pulp are 
wholly of iron and very heavy. Each machine 
is divided into eight compartments, in which the 
wood is forced by weights upon an emery sur- 
face, which grinds it into pulp as the machine 
rapidly revolves.

A stock company is to be formed to erect 
works and develop a kaolin bed near Northeast 
Station, New Jersey. 





SOUTHERN STATES. 

The Lynchburg (Va.) Manufacturing Com- 
pany contemplates erecting a paper mill in that 
city at an early day. 

New pulp works are projected at New Orleans, 
and capitalists from that city have been joined 
by some parties in New York for the purpose of 
organizing a company. The pulp is proposed to 
be made from the bagasse of sugar cane. 





WESTERN STATES. 
The Chicago Steam Boiler Works are unusually 
busy, having on hand nearly eighty tons of 
paper-mill rotary boiler work. 


The Moline Paper Company, Moline, IIL, has 
let a contract to bore an artesian well for its 
use, The well will probably be sunk to the depth 
of 1,000 feet, and cost about $3,000. The com- 
pany realizes the necessity of having a steady 
supply of pure water, the river water being 
often muddy. 


The Tytus Paper Company, Middletown, Ohio, 
has contracted for a new steam engine which 
will be delivered about Junel. It will havea 
capacity of 500 horse-powers and will be located 
in the rear rooms of the present brick office of 
the company. It is an engine of great power 
and rapidity, making 140 revolutions per minute, 
and is said to be the largest now in the valley. 
The present steam engines of the company will 
all be removed except one,and in their place 
will be erected a large new rag engine of a very 
great capacity. This improvement will make 
the mill much better and give it greatly in- 
creased capacity. 





DOMINION OF CANADA. 
A new wood pulp mill is to be built at Sher- 
brooke, P. Q. It will be owned and run by 
John Ferguson. 


PAP 
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The Straw Wrapping Manufacturers. 





The manufacturers of straw wrappings met 
on Tuesday at Stanwix Hall, Albany, and the 
meeting was largely attended. The subject of 
prices was chiefly considered, and after the mat- 
ter was fully discussed it was decided to reduce 
the price of heavy weight from $2.90 to $2.75 
per 100 pounds, which is equal to about 5 per 
cent. less than the former rate. No change was 
made in the price of light-weight paper, which 
remains as before at about 3i¢c. per pound. A 
committee appointed at a previous meeting is 
considering whether it is advisable to recommend 
running the mills on part time. As at present the 
organization embraces only about 78 per cent. of 
the total production, it is deemed doubtful if 90 


per cent, can be obtained to enable them to unite 
the trade as at first contemplated. It was said at 
the meeting that the present price of straw 
ranges from $18 to $21 per ton, and in view of 
this fact the dealers are unanimous in holding 
present quotations firmly.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The monetary 
situation was generally characterized by ease 
throughout the week, although at one time a 
slight flurry was occasioned, owing to the ab- 
rupt withdrawal of capital by the Canadian 
bankers. Borrowers on call, on pledge of stock 
collateral, found ready accommodation at rates 
ranging from 4 to 6 per cent., a considerable 
portion of the business being effected at the in- 
termediate rate. The Government bond dealers 
readily supplied their requirements at 3@4 per 
cent. In the discount market prime names con- 
tinue to be quoted at 5@6 per cent. No appre- 
hension now exists as to the future easy work- 
ing of the money market. The flow of capital 
is in favor of this centre, and the May disburse- 
ments must necessarily supply an abundance of 
money for both speculative and business enter- 
prises. 

Government bonds were generally firm 
throughout the week, the volume of business 
having been, however, extremely small. Tow- 
ards the close the ruling quotations showed an 
improvement, ranging from \@% per cent., 
the latter in 444’s and 4’s. 

The stock market at the close was character- 
ized by great weakness. The bears appear to 
have full control of the market, and met with 
no opposition worth mentioning in their efforts 
to depress values. The decline in prices on 
Thursday ranged from 4¢ to 6 per cent., the 
entire list participating in the downward move- 
ment. 

The Sterling Exchange market continues 
dull, and although no change has been made in 
the asking quotations the tone of the dealings 
is by no means strong. The nominal rates have 
been advanced four times since March 23 to the 
present figures, and have invariably declined 
each time, and from the outlook of business the 
present advance is more than likely to share a 
similar fate. The important decline in securities 
on the Stock Exchange will again admit of their 
shipment abroad, thus taking the place of ster- 
ling remittances.

THE PAPER TRADE.—Trade is gradually 
narrowing down to moderate summer propor- 
tions, and the market presents a comparatively 
quiet aspect. The spring trade proper is about 
over, so far as wholesale dealers are concerned, 
and, as a whole, has been larger than it was last 
year, and it would doubtless have been still 
larger and more satisfactory in its results had it 
not been for the advance in prices at the outset. 
Generally speaking there is a steady and firm 
feeling to the market for ordinary Print papers, 
but Fine Writings and other high grades are 
unsettled and weak intone. Complaint of the 
short supply of water is a little more general | 
than last week, and several instances are re- 
ported of mills not being able to run more than 
two-thirds of their usual capacity. Should this 
continue for any length of time, it would have | 
a very wholesome effect in counterbalancing any 
further decline in the grades above referred to. | 
There is no new feature in Fine Writings since the | 
decline of 1c. announced last week, the business | 
continues very quiet, and there are dealers who 
express their ability to place orders for fines at 
16\¢c. and superfines at 17%@18ce. The last 
figure has been named to dealers, but there are 
few who are placing any new orders at present, |

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| some still having orders unfilled at old prices. 


Book Papers are very sluggish, buyers appear- 
ing to hold back and only ordering when they 
are absolutely required to. Prices for these rule 
very steady, and large orders have of late been 
few and far between. There is a good steady 
demand for News, and whatever weakness may 
be displayed in other grades of paper, News is 
likely to continue in good, steady demand and 
improve as the summer season advances. Some 
parties in the trade express their belief that 
there will be such an increased call within the 
next three months that prices will again reach 
the point they did before the recent decline. 
There is a more steady tone to Manillas than there 
was a fortnight ago, but business is dull, in 
keeping with the more quiet condition of many 
lines of business consuming largely of Wrapping 
Manillas. The business in Straw and Binders’ 
Boards remains about as last week, and is with- 
out feature. As wiil be seen by our report, in 
another column, the manufacturers of Straw 
Wrappings met at Albany, on Tuesday, and 
agreed to lower the price of heavy weight Paper 
from $2.90 to $2.75 per 100 pounds. No change 
was made in the price of light weight, which 
remains as before, at 3\4c. A committee has 
under consideration the advisability of shutting 
down to lessen the production, but nothing has 
been determined yet in the matter. Another 
meeting takes place on May 27, at Albany. 


JUTE 2UTTS.—Owing to the heavy arrivals 
of the past few weeks the market is quiet. It is 
nevertheless very firm. Quotations are un- 
changed except for late shipments, which are so 
small as to lead and justify holders in practically 
withdrawing their stocks from the market, their 
ideas of value being so high. Some holders are 
firm on late shipments at 4c. The arrivals this 
week were the ship Saratoga, with 7,000 bales. 
We quote from a jute butt and rejection circu- 
lar of May 1: “In reviewing the jute butts mar- 
ket for the past month we have to record the 
same dullness ruling therein that has prevailed 
in all descriptions of merchandise during the 
time. That this article, however, is in stronger 
position than nearly any other may well be in- 
ferred from the fact that while everything else 
in paper stock and in other descriptions of mer- 
chandise has suffered a very large and rapid de- 
cline, Butts have varied very slightly from the 
highest point reached. Considering the enor- 
mous business done in March, a reduction in de- 
mand was natural fur April. Ten vesselsarrived 
here during April and two at Boston, bringinga 
total of 54,229 bales. The deliveries for con- 
sumption during the same period will foot up 
about 40,000 bales. Should the same ratio of 
consumption continue throughout the year as 
we bave had during the first four months, the 
supply would fall 50,000 to 70,000 bales short of 
the wants of the trade. Last cables from Cal- 
cutta to April 30 continue to confirm the ex- 
haustion of supplies there. Price rules at 23.6 
rupees, and freight $9, equaled to a cost laid 
down for paper quality of fully 3;c. We quote 
Paper Butts on spot at 334@3 5-léc., and future 
arrivals at 5 5-16@3 7-16c. for shipment from 
January to May. Bagging quality, spot, 3 5-16@ 
3}¢c., and to arrive, 33¢@3%c. At the close there 
is a better feeling, and 3%¢c. is freely bid for 
March and April shipments, with sales within a 
few days at 3%<c. for March, 3 7-l6c. for April, 
and 3i¢c. for May and June shipments of mer- 
chantable quality.” 


WOOD PULP.—Some of the mills on the 
smaller streams are beginning to be affected by 
a want of water, which prevents them from 
running to their full capacity. There is no diffi- 
culty in disposing of all the product; in fact a 
few mills have been compelled to decline new 
orders, being so generally engaged for their 
regular customers. There is less talk now of 
reducing prices, since the supply is likely to be 
affected by the dry season. We quote as before, 
3% @4c., as to quality for ground wood pulp, 
and chemical fibre at 64¢c. 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
Business in this market is almost at a standstill. 
Manufacturers are not buying anything, and 
importers are not sending forward any new or- 
ders. The markets abroad are generally about 
lc. higher than the stock can be sold here for. 
The manufacturers are mostly so fully supplied 
with stock, that we learn that several importers 
have, this week, received instructions from 
manufacturers, whom they had notified of the 
arrival of their invoices, ‘‘to store it, as they 
bad no room at their mills to keep it.” This 
condition of the supply in the hands of the 
manufacturers is not surprising, in view of the 
very large arrivals of stock lately, averaging 
upwards of 10,000 bales for the past three or 
four weeks. No improvement is looked for in 
the demand for sixty days, and if we should 
have any continued drought, and the demand 
for paper does not improve, some disappoint- 
ment may be experienced in this respect. Prices 
are quite nominal, as a general thing, although 
Linens are less affected than Cottons, and where 
wanted, are held more firmly, at steady figures. 
The arrivals here of stock, during the past week, 
foot up the large aggregate of 12,500 bales, em- 
bracing 1,242 bales Rags and 11,258 bales Paper 
Stock. Among the transactions reported were 
38 bales Scotch Fines at 4c., 10 tons London 
Seconds at 4'¢c., 25 bales No. 1 P. P. Leghorn 
Linens at 5%{c., and 25 tons Linen Fish Nets, on 
private terms, said to be at about 2c. 

DOMESTIC RAGS.—The market generally is 
still very quiet, and City Seconds are quoted a 
little lower. While the demand for No. 2 City 
Whites bas been fair, No. 1 Whites are almost 
entirely neglected. Ordinary City Seconds can 
now be bought for 24¢c., and extra do. at 2\¢c., 


and at the range of 2}¢@2%<c. for ordinary | 
some 150 bales have changed hands during the 


week. No. 2 City Whites have had a moderate 
sale at 34¢@3'<c., and although most lots are 
held at 3}¢c., some are offered at the inside 


price. No. 1 City Whites are held at 4%c., but 

some 50 bales have been sold at 45%c. 
BAGGING, &c.—There is a little less firmness 

in Gunny Bagging, owing to the light demand, 
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and most dealers are not holding No. 1 Man- 
chester above 3}¢c., and some small offerings are 
said to have been made as low as 3c., but the 
quantity of spot in the market unsold is small, 
and it is doubtful if any considerable amount of 
prime Manchester could be purchased for less 
than 3c. London and Liverpool have been 
held at 2% @2%<c., but can now be bought at the 
inside rate. Manilla Rope is also a little off in 
price, having been sold during the week at3%c., 
and foreign at 3%c. Jute rope and threads 
are held at 2%¢c., but there is very little do- 
ing in either. Among the sales were 25 tons No. 
1 London Gunny Bagging at 2%c., 15 tons com- 
mon at 1%c., 30 tons domestic Manilla Rope at 
3%c., and 8 tons Russia Hemp Bands at 41{c. 


OLD PAPERS.—Trade in these has fallen off 
considerably, and with an increased supply 
prices of most grades are yasier. Shavings 
continue quite steady and show less weakness 
than other grades, Soft White being quoted 
5¢c., and Hard White at 54¢c. Folded News is 
lower, and is offered freely of good packing at 
3c. Light book stock is quite neglected and 
nominally quoted at 2c. Solid Book is in 
moderate request at about 3}¢c., but the sales 
are few. Pure Manillas are also slow of sale, 
and are generally quoted at 3c. We note sales 
of 25 tons of Folded News at 3c. ; 10 tons of Pure 
Manillas at 3c.; 5 tons Solid Book at 3i¢c., and 
40 bales Soft and Hard White Shavings at 54@ 
5i¢c. respectively. 

STRAW-—Is in a little better demand, and the 
tone of the market is somewhat stronger. We 
quote New York prices of Long Rye at $1@ 
1.05; Short do., at 65@70c:, and Oat, 50@60c., all 
cash. The quotation for Long Rye Straw 
ranges from $17 to $21 per ton in different sec- 
tions of New York State. 


ROSINS.—Common and Good Strained have 
ruled steady and firm; Low to Medium, which 
are in small supply, are quiet, while the higher 
grades have been almost neglected, but are 
steady in price. We quote from yard, viz.: D 
Good Strained at $1.60; E at $1.70; F Good No. 
2 at $1.85; G Low No.1 at $2.15; H No. lat 
$2.65; I Good No. 1 at $3; K Low Pale at $3.40;

CHEMICALS.—The market for all descrip- 
tions remains dull and weak; orders are few in 
number and chiefly confined to small parcels 
for immediate use. Sales have been as fol-

COAL.—There has been very little change in 
the market during the past week. Saward’s 
Coal Trade Journal says: ‘‘ Business is not 
such as to keep all hands on the jump to fill the 
orders, but it is steady, and the signs of the 
times apparently are for a better trade here- 
after. The prices remain as they have been, but 
the time has apparently arrived for an advance 
in the price of Stove Coal here at tide-water, 
and after the 10th instant the rate will be $4.2 
free on board; this size of coal has always 
ranged higher than the other prepared coals, 
and it is a good plan to restore it to its old posi- 
tion, and now that there has been this change it 
will be well to keep up the relative position; ad- 
vancing the rates monthly to the end of the sea- 
son is now in order. There are no changes in 
the prices of coal for the line delivery, and the 
Western prices are also as they were during 
April. Rates are advanced by rail west from 
Buffalo, and are now $1.50 per gross ton to Chi- 
cago, while by water the rates are forty cent 
per ton, free in and out, and at this low water 
rate we should say dealers might lay in their 
coal. Reports from Boston are to the effect that 
large contracts are not recorded for any quality 
or size of coal. Every one is willing to take the 
chances of the market..” Quotations of Lehigh 
Coal at New York shipping pointsare: Lump, $5; 
Egg, $4.25; Stove, 34, and Chestnut, $4. Lacka- 
wanna is $3.90 for Lump, $4 for Egg, Stove and
